Gene¬ 
rations  of  families  have 
come  here  from  all  over 
New  England  since  Fen¬ 
way  Park  opened  in  1912.  A  family 
atmosphere  has  grown  along  with  the 
tremendous  fan  support  over  the  past 
75  years. 

Fenway  Park  has  undergone  cosmetic 
changes  throughout  the  years,  but  the 
playing  field  is  about  the  same  today  as 
it  was  in  1934.  That  winter  new  owner, 
Thomas  A.  Yawkey,  put  the  park 
through  a  major  reconstruction  phase, 
and  also  began  to  rebuild  the  team  back 
into  a  league  power. 

In  1936  the  23-foot-tall  screen  was  put 
above  the  famous  left-field  wall,  the 
bullpens  were  constructed  in  front  of 
the  right-field  bleachers  in  1940,  and  arc 
lights  were  installed  in  1947.  After  the 
1975  season,  another  construction  pro¬ 
ject  resulted  in  the  messageboard  in 
centerfield,  plus  a  rebuilding  of  the  left 
field  wall,  with  padding  added  around 
the  outfield  walls  as  a  safety  measure. 
The  luxury  suites  were  built  atop  the 
grandstand  roof  in  1982-83,  and  improve¬ 


ments  were  made  in  restrooms  and  the 
ticket  office  this  past  winter. 

The  Red  Sox  have  been  an  important 
franchise  since  the  American  League 
was  founded  in  1901.  The  team’s  nick¬ 
name  was  the  Pilgrims  then,  and  home 
games  were  played  at  the  Huntington 
Avenue  grounds  where  Northeastern 
University  now  stands.  In  1907  the  Red 
Sox  nickname  was  adopted,  and  then  in 
1912  the  new  Fenway  Park  became  a 
reality. 

Red  Sox  fans  have  shown  tremendous 
loyalty  and  have  always  been  known  for 
their  appreciation  of  quality  perfor¬ 
mances  whether  by  the  Red  Sox  or  our 
opponents.  Fenway  Park  has  been  the 
site  of  many  of  baseball’s  most  historic 
moments  and  finest  individual  perfor¬ 
mances.  Your  wonderful  support  has 
been  a  part  of  those  cherished  moments. 

The  diagram  on  page  42  shows  the 
location  of  all  Fenway  Park  facilities 
and  the  maps  on  page  44  show  the 
various  methods  and  routes  leading 
here.  We  urge  you  to  use  the  public 
transportation  facilities  as  often  as  pos¬ 
sible  to  come  to  and  from  the  ballpark 
during  our  75th  anniversary  year.

Before  joining  the  Red  Sox  in  1977  Hriniak  putin  16  years 
as  a  player,  coach  and  minor  league  manager.  He  managed 
Montreal’s  rookie  team  at  Lethbridge,  Alb.,  Can.  in  the 
Pioneer  League  in  1976  after  starting  the  year  as  a  coach 
with  Denver.  In  1974-75  he  was  first  base  coach  with  the 
Expos,  following  two  years  as  manager  of  their  Jamestown 
team  in  the  NYP  League. 

Hriniak  signed  a  reported  $50,000  contract  with  the 
Milwaukee  Braves  in  1961  after  an  outstanding  career  at 
Natick,  Mass.  H.S.  He  was  an  All  Scholastic  choice  as  a 
shortstop,  football  quarterback  and  hockey  center.  His  13- 
year  pro  playing  career  included  two  years  with  the  Braves 
and  Padres  as  a  catcher  in  1968-69. 

He  conducts  a  hitting  school  for  youngsters  for  several 
weeks  in  the  off-season.

Morgan  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1974,  and 
managed  Pawtucket  from  1974-82.  In  1977  he  was  voted 
International  League  Manager  of  the  Year.  Before  joining 
the  Red  Sox,  he  began  his  managerial  career  in  the 
Pittsburgh  system.  Morgan  managed  at  Raleigh  (1966-67), 
York  (1968-69),  Columbus  (1970)  and  Charleston  (1971  & 
1973).  He  captured  Manager  of  the  Year  honors  in  1966, 1969 
and  1973.  Joe  was  a  coach  with  the  Pirates  in  1972. 

A  graduate  of  Walpole  High  School  and  Boston  College 
(1953),  Joe  signed  with  the  Boston  Braves  organization  in 
1952.  He  spent  15  seasons  as  a  minor  league  infielder- 
outfielder,  with  three  .300  seasons.  Morgan  had  short  stints 
in  the  majors  with  the  Milwaukee  Braves  and  Kansas  City 
A's  in  1959,  Philadelphia  and  Cleveland  in  1960,  Cleveland  in 
1961  and  St.  Louis  in  1964.

The  Red  Sox  had  one  of  the  best  pitching  staffs  in  the 
majors  in  1986  and  Bill  Fischer  was  a  key  reason.  Bill  is  the 
club’s  pitching  coach  for  the  third  year.  He  is  a  diligent 
worker  who  advocates  "throwing  strikes.” 

Fischer  came  to  John  McNamara's  staff  from  Kansas  City 
where  he  had  been  a  minor  league  pitching  instructor  in 
1984  Prior  to  that  assignment  Bill  was  the  pitching  coach 
for  Cincinnati  where  he  worked  with  McNamara  in  1979-82 
and  with  Russ  Nixon  in  1983. 

Fischer  was  signed  by  the  Chicago  White  Sox  in  1948.  His 
pitching  career  lasted  20  years,  which  included  nine  seasons 
in  the  major  leagues.  Along  with  the  White  Sox  he  also 
pitched  for  Detroit,  Washington,  the  Kansas  City  A’s  and 
Minnesota.  Bill  served  in  the  Marine  Corps  for  two  years 
(1952-54). 

Fischer  is  known  for  his  outstanding  ability  to  throw 
strikes.  He  holds  the  major  league  record  for  most  consecu¬ 
tive  innings  without  giving  up  a  base  on  balls,  84.1.  In  1965 
he  pitched  a  1-0  shutout  for  Indianapolis  in  which  70  of  his 
90  pitches  were  strikes. 

Bill  was  a  scout  for  the  new  Kansas  City  Royals  from 
1969-74  and  was  their  minor  league  pitching  instructor  from 
1975-78.  After  his  stint  in  Cincinnati  he  returned  to  the 
Royals  in  1984  serving  in  the  same  capacity  as  he  did  when 
he  left.  In  1976  he  received  the  Ewing  M.  Kauffman  Award 
for  his  outstanding  contribution  to  the  Kansas  City 
organization.

1987  is  Rac’s  first  major  league  season.  It  was  a  well- 
deserved  promotion  for  Slider,  who  will  be  the  Red  Sox 
bullpen  coach.  He  spent  34  straight  years  in  pro  baseball, 
the  last  26  in  the  Red  Sox  system,  as  a  player,  manager  and 
instructor. 

Last  season  Rac  was  a  roving  instructor  in  the  minor 
league  system  after  21  consecutive  years  as  a  manager.  He 
managed  AAA  Pawtucket  in  1985  and  AA  New  Britain  in 
1983-84.  He  led  New  Britain  to  the  Eastern  League  playoff 
championship  in  1983,  and  produced  pennants  at  Greenville, 
S.C.  (1970)  and  Winter  Haven  (1979).  Slider  was  named 
manager  of  the  year  in  1970  and  1979 

He  originally  came  up  through  the  Kansas  City  A’s  farm 
system  and  had  a  major  league  trial  with  the  A’s  in  the 
spring  of  1959.  Rac's  best  years  as  a  player  were  1955  (.320 
for  Pampa  in  the  West  Texas-New  Mexico  League)  and  1961 
(.300  for  Honolulu,  PCL).  He  was  traded  to  the  Red  Sox 
organization  in  1962,  and  played  two  more  seasons  before 
starting  his  managerial  career  at  Harlan,  Ky.  in  the  Appala¬ 
chian  League  in  1965.

The  Red  Sox  overcame  the  dire  predictions  of 
most  baseball  experts  to  win  the  1986  American 
League  pennant  and  come  within  one  out  of  the 
World  Series  title  in  the  hectic  seven-game 
meeting  with  the  New  York  Mets.  John 
McNamara’s  perseverance,  faith  in  his  pitching 
staff  and  desire  to  win  were  important  ingredients 
in  the  team’s  success  formula. 

In  July  McNamara  was  rewarded  with  a  two- 
year  extension  of  his  contract  and  a  selection  as 
a  coach  on  the  American  League  All-Star  team. 
At  season’s  end  he  was  voted  A.L.  Manager  of 
the  Year  by  the  Baseball  Writers  Association  of 
America  and  co-Major  League  Manager  of  the 
Year  with  the  Astros’  Hal  Lanier  by  The  Sporting 
News. 

The  Red  Sox  finished  95-66  to  win  their  first 
Eastern  Divisiontitle  since  1975  and  camefrom  a 
three-to-one  deficit  in  games  to  overtake  the 
California  Angels  for  the  right  to  meet  the  Mets. 
McNamara  used  55  different  batting  orders 
during  the  regular  season,  22  different  starting 
players  and  10  different  starting  pitchers.  Despite 
the  loss  of  key  members  of  the  pitching  rotation 
(Bruce  Hurst,  Al  Nipper  and  Oil  Can  Boyd)  for 
lengthy  periods,  McNamara’s  Red  Sox  moved 
into  sole  possession  of  first  place  to  stay  on  May 
15  and  fought  off  each  challenge  the  rest  of  the 
year. 

On  Oct.  18,  1984  McNamara  was  named  the 
36th  manager  of  the  Red  Sox.  He  replaced  Ralph 
Houk  who  retired  after  four  years  at  Boston. 
McNamara  is  starting  his  14th  full  year  as  a 
major  league  manager.  Only  Sparky  Anderson 
(Detroit)  and  Gene  Mauch  (Angels)  hold  seniority 
over  him  among  A.L.  managers. 

McNamara  managed  the  California  Angels  for 
two  seasons.  In  1984  the  Angels  finished  in  a 
second  place  tie  with  Minnesota  at  81  -81 .  In  1983 
injuries  crippled  the  Angels  and  they  finished 
tied  for  fifth  at  70-92.  They  were  in  first  place  as 
late  as  July  10, 1983. 

McNamara  was  a  minor  league  manager  for 
nine  years  in  the  Kansas  City  A’s  organization 
before  being  named  a  coach  with  the  A’s  in  1968 
when  they  moved  to  Oakland.  He  has  been  in  the 
major  leagues  ever  since  as  either  a  manager  or 
coach.  John  made  his  major  league  managerial 
debut  with  Oakland  when  he  replaced  Hank 
Bauer,  Sept.  19, 1969.  He  led  the  A’s  to  a  second 
place  finish  in  1970.

been  the  case  in  1911  when  a  contro¬ 
versial  home  run  by  Philadelphia’s 
Stuffy  Mclnnis  brought  the  Royal 
Rooters,  the  team’s  raucous  pep  club, 
tumbling  down  on  to  the  playing  field. 

Then  there  was  the  saloon,  right 
next  door  to  the  park,  presided  over  by 
the  legendary  ‘Nuff  Ced’  McGreevey. 
An  outfielder  could  have  a  pop  and 
settle  one  of  McGreevey’s  barroom 
debates  between  innings,  if  he  were  so 
disposed.  Was  Taylor  striving  to  bring 
temperance  to  the  cause?  We  cannot 
know  for  sure. 

More  to  the  point,  a  spiffy  new 
ballpark  for  Boston  conformed  to  the 
Taylors’  grand  view  of  the  role  destiny 
compelled  them  to  play  in  the  city’s 
development.  The  land  between  Jersey 
and  Lansdowne  Streets  along  the  Muddy 
River  was  purchased  in  1910;  no  problem 


there,  for  the  General  was  the  major 
stockholder  in  the  realty  company  that 
owned  the  land. 

Ground  was  broken  in  the  spring  of 
1911,  and  what  evolved  was  a  state-of- 
the-art  ballpark  made  of  steel  and  con¬ 
crete,  with  a  roofed  pavilion,  wooden 
bleachers  in  right  and  center  fields  and 
a  ten-foot  high  embankment  at  the  base 
of  a  tall  wood  wall  in  left.  It  was  and 
would  continue  to  be  not  only  America’s 
neatest  little  ballyard,  but  also  its  most 
curious. 

“What  shall  it  be  called?”  John 
Taylor  is  alleged  to  have  been  asked.  To 
which  he  is  said  to  have  replied,  “It’s  in 
the  Fenway  section,  isn’t  it?  Then  call  it 
Fenway  Park.”  These  Taylors  were 
creatures  of  a  simple  logic.  Five  years 
earlier,  they  had  renamed  the  team 
(formerly  called  “the  Pilgrims”)  the  “Red 
Sox”  on  the  grounds  that  red  had 
become  the  color  of  the  team’s  socks. 

It  is  interesting  that  the  Taylors, 
having  engaged  such  a  mighty  project, 
did  not  stick  around  for  its  fruition  in 
April,  1912.  Over  the  previous  winter, 
they  sold  majority  interest  in  the  club  to 
James  McAleer  and  Bob  McRoy,  cronies 
of  American  League  President  Ban  John¬ 
son.  The  tyrannical  Johnson  had  not 
been  especially  keen  on  young  Taylor’s 
frisky  performance  as  the  team’s  chief 
executive  officer.  Still,  it  seems  odd  that 
the  Taylors  bailed  out  just  before  the

estiges  of  the  America  of 
1912  are  hard  to  find,  save 
for  museums  and  monu¬ 
ments.  Boston  has  a  ball¬ 
park  that  is  a  bit  of  both, 
_ _  while  still  serving  the  prac¬ 
tical  day-to-day  needs  of  commerce.  It  is 
a  rare  combination,  and  utterly  unique 
in  the  business  of  baseball.  Fenway 
Park,  the  “lyric  little  bandbox”  of  John 
Updike’s  imperishable  prose,  retains 
most  of  the  appearance  and  all  of  the 
spirit  that  graced  it  75  summers  ago.  It 
may  be  the  old  ballyard ’s  proudest  claim 
and  the  core  essence  of  New  England’s 
fabled  intoxication  with  the  game  of 
baseball. 

Fenway  Park  was  commissioned 
by  owner  John  I.  Taylor,  happy-go-lucky 
scion  of  General  Charles  Taylor,  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  Boston  Globe.  John,  a 
spirited  youth  who  was  apparently  given 
the  club  as  a  toy,  proclaimed  that  Boston 
should  have  the  finest  ballpark  in 
America. 

Taylor  had  tired  of  the  Huntington 
Avenue  Grounds,  now  the  site  of  North¬ 
eastern  University,  where  the  club  had 
played  since  its  formation  in  1901.  The 
old  wooden  park  was  rickety  and 
cramped  and  perpetually  coated  with 
soot  from  the  trains  rumbling  through 
an  adjacent  railyard.  There  was  the 
constant  fear  of  fire.  Controlling  gate¬ 
crashers  was  hopeless.  Fans  roamed 
the  field  like  chickens  in  a  barnyard.  It 
got  downright  dangerous  when  there 
were  disputes  during  the  game  as  had

The  awards  and  accolades  came  for 
managing  an  underdog  team  to  the 
American  League  pennant.  The  frustra¬ 
tion,  for  being  within  one  strike  of  a 
world  championship  and  not  getting  it. 

“We  left  some  unfinished  business  on 
the  field  last  October,  and  hopefully  we 
can  make  up  for  it  this  year,”  McNamara 


said  as  he  led  the  1987  edition  of  the 
Boston  Red  Sox  out  of  its  training 
headquarters  in  Winter  Haven,  Florida. 

When  the  first  of  the  post-season 
awards  —  the  Baseball  Writer’s  of 
America  Manager  of  the  Year  title  — 
went  to  McNamara,  his  initial  reaction 
was,  “I’d  have  taken  the  one  strike  and 
let  the  award  be  won  by  someone  else.” 

The  one  strike  is  one  that  has  been 
well  documented  and  one  that  will  live 
forever  in  Red  Sox  baseball  history. 

A  two-run  lead,  two  outs,  nobody  on 
in  the  bottom  of  the  10th  and  the  Red 


Sox  holding  a  3-2  advantage  over  the 
New  York  Mets  in  the  World  Series. 

But  just  as  defeat  was  not  meant  to  be 
when  they  found  themselves  down  three 
games  to  one  and  on  their  last  strike  in 
the  fifth  game  of  the  playoffs  against 
the  California  Angels,  victory  was  not 
meant  to  be  in  Shea  Stadium. 

After  the  dramatic  home  run  by  Dave 
Henderson  carried  the  Sox  from  the 
brink  of  defeat  to  the  pennant  in  seven 
games  over  the  Angels,  it  was  the  Mets

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that  came  back  from  the  dead  in  the 
World  Series  to  deny  the  Red  Sox  their 
first  world  championship  since  1918. 

“It  was  a  very  difficult  thing  to 
accept,”  McNamara  said.  “It  was  a 
great  year  put  together  by  a  great  bunch 
of  dedicated  players.  And  to  come  so 
close  and  have  them  not  get  it  hurt.” 

McNamara  came  under  fire  in  the 
media  for  his  managing  of  Game  six  and 
for  his  choice  of  starting  Bruce  Hurst 
over  Oil  Can  Boyd  in  Game  seven.  “I  did 
in  my  heart  what  I  thought  was  best  for 
the  team,  and  I  never  once  have  second 
guessed  myself  for  the  way  I  managed.” 

The  World  Series  defeat  cannot  over¬ 
shadow  the  great  year  the  Red  Sox  had 
under  McNamara  and  the  great  thrills 
and  enjoyment  his  team  brought  New 
England  during  the  summer  of  1986. 

Coming  out  of  spring  training,  the 
team  was  picked  to  finish  no  higher 
than  fifth  place  in  the  highly  competitive 
American  League  East. 

During  an  off-day  on  May  15,  the  Red 
Sox  moved  into  first  place  in  the  division 
and  never  looked  back.  McNamara  used 
55  batting  orders,  10  different  starting 
pitchers  and  had  to  adjust  to  losing 
three  of  his  top  starters  (Hurst,  Boyd 
and  A1  Nipper)  for  lengthy  periods. 

McNamara  has  a  saying  he  often 
repeats  during  the  spring  and  the  season. 
“It  will  all  come  down  to  pitching.” 

McNamara’s  patience  in  1985  may 
have  been  one  of  the  key  moves  to 
winning  the  pennant  in  1986.  Nobody 
will  dispute  the  fact  there  would  not 
have  been  post-season  play  and  a  pen¬ 
nant  without  MVP  and  Cy  Young  Award 
winner  Roger  Clemens  turning  in  his 
spectacular  24-4  season. 

And  without  McNamara’s  insistence 
he  not  pitch  with  a  sore  shoulder  in 
1985,  Clemens  may  not  have  turned  in 
his  memorable,  record-setting  season. 

The  pitcher  tried  to  downplay  his 
problem.  Being  the  competitor  he  is, 
Clemens  wanted  to  pitch,  but 
McNamara  would  not  allow  it.  There 
was  a  time  in  New  York  when  the 
manager  had  to  run  down  to  the  bullpen 
to  stop  him  from  warming  up  for  a  start 
when  it  was  obvious  he  could  not  throw. 

“There  was  no  way  I  was  going  to  let 
that  young  man  or  any  young  man  pitch 
if  I  did  not  think  he  was  100  percent.” 


There  have  been  managers  who  may 
have  let  a  pitcher  of  Clemens’  ability 
pitch  for  the  sake  of  winning.  McNamara 
would  have  no  part  of  it.  He  wanted  help 
for  the  man,  got  it,  and  the  rest  is 
history. 

John  McNamara  may  have  been  frus¬ 
trated  at  not  finishing  the  job,  but 
there’s  no  denying  the  job  he  did  in 
helping  the  team  go  as  far  as  it  did. 

McNamara  won  a  pennant  in  his 
second  year  after  replacing  Ralph  Houk 
to  become  the  36th  manager  of  the  Red 
Sox.  This  year  the  man  who  has  also 
managed  in  Oakland,  San  Diego,  Cincin¬ 
nati  (he  won  a  division  title  in  1979)  and 
California  will  be  in  his  14th  full  season. 
Only  Sparky  Anderson  (Detroit)  and 
Gene  Mauch  (California)  hold  seniority 
over  him  among  A.L.  managers. 

As  a  minor  league  catcher,  McNamara 
played  in  1120  games  without  getting  a 
chance  in  the  big  leagues.  He  also 
managed  in  the  minors  for  nine  years  in 
the  Kansas  City  A’s  organization  and 
has  served  as  coach  with  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Giants,  Oakland  and  California.

MIKE  ANDREWS

THEN:  He  missed  the  Red  Sox 
opening  day  lineup  when  that  impossible 
dream  year  of  1967  began,  an  oddity 
that  was  later  to  make  Mike  Andrews 
the  focal  point  in  a  common  sports  trivia 
query  of  who  opened  that  season  at 
second  base.  But  Andrews,  who  was 
briefly  replaced  by  Reggie  Smith  at  the 
start  of  that  spectacular  pennant  year, 
recovered  from  back  problems  in  time  to 
play  145  games  for  the  American  League 
champions.  He  batted  a  respectable  .263 
in  his  first  full  season  in  the  majors  and 
was  one  of  the  constantly  changing  cast 
which  lifted  the  Dick  Williams-managed 
squad  through  the  final  wild  days  of  the 
improbable  pennant  race  to  the  title. 

The  Red  Sox  had  finished  ninth  the 
year  before,  26  games  behind  Baltimore 
and  just  half  a  game  ahead  of  the  last 
place  Yankees.  Andrews  had  seen  brief 
service,  five  games,  at  second  base  at 
the  end  of  the  1966  season.  In  1967,  his 
official  rookie  season,  he  helped  the  Red 
Sox  as  they  won  the  American  League 
pennant.  Mike  lifted  his  batting  average 
to  .271  in  1968  when  he  was  chosen 
“Man  of  the  Year”  by  the  fledgling 
Boston  BoSox  Club  for  “contribution  to 
the  success  of  the  Red  Sox  and  for 
cooperation  in  community  endeavors.” 
That  selection  was  to  become  a  remark¬ 
able  long-range  prophecy.  In  1969  he 
was  selected  to  play  on  the  A.L.  All-Star 
team. 

He  played  a  total  of  nine  years  in  the 
Boston  organization,  four  with  the 
parent  club,  two  and  a  half  with  the 
White  Sox  and  a  half  season  with  the 
Oakland  Athletics.  Given  his  release  by 
the  Athletics  after  that  season,  Andrews 
went  to  Japan  for  a  year  before  hanging 
up  his  spikes  and  coming  home  to 
Boston. 


NOW:  Though  he  is  a  native  Cali¬ 
fornian,  Mike’s  home  and  career  are  in 
New  England.  He  lives  in  Peabody  with 
his  wife  of  25  years,  Marilyn,  and  serves 
as  chairman  of  the  Jimmy  Fund,  the 
primary  fund-raising  arm  of  the  famed 
Dana-Farber  Cancer  Institute.  Because 
the  Red  Sox  have  continued  to  be  one  of 
the  Jimmy  Fund’s  primary  supporters, 


Andrews  spends  much  time  at  Fenway 
Park. 

He  doesn’t  look  it  but  he’s  a  proud 
grandfather  at  age  43,  his  tall,  slender 
build  and  full  head  of  dark  hair  belying 
the  fact  that  his  three  children  are

By  high  school  age,  Barrett  was  throw¬ 
ing  touchdown  passes  for  Rancho  High 
School  in  Las  Vegas,  while  Boggs  was 
kicking  field  goals  and  extra  points  for 
Plant  High  in  Tampa. 

During  baseball  season  both  were 
shortstops  and  the  stars  of  their  respec¬ 
tive  schools. 

Five  years  after  they  graduated  from 
high  school,  they  were  playing  together 
in  Pawtucket.  That  spring  and  summer 
they  were  participants  in  the  longest 
game  ever  played  in  professional  base¬ 
ball — a  33-inning  PawSox  win  over 
Rochester. 

Barrett,  the  second  baseman  and  No. 
2  hitter,  scored  the  winning  run.  Boggs, 
the  third  baseman  and  No.  6  hitter,  also 
contributed  with  four  hits  to  the  PawSox 
win. 

IT  SEEMED  AS  THOUGH

WAYS  BELONGED  T0-

But  it  took  until  the  1986  season  for  the 
two  to  hit  back-to-back  in  the  Red  Sox 
lineup.  And  once  they  did,  they  formed  a 
formidable  one-two  punch. 


“It’s  hard  to  figure  how  we  never  hit 
back-to-back  before,”  reflected  Barrett. 
“Wade  is  such  a  great  hitter.  You  know 
that  four  out  of  10  times  he’s  going  to  be 
up  there  getting  a  hit.  And  you  know 
that  he’s  gonna  hit  40-50  doubles  a  year. 
Being  able  to  move  him  over  a  base  is 
my  primary  goal.  If  I  can  knock  him  in 
that’s  icing  on  the  cake.  I’ve  been  a  No.  2 
hitter  all  my  career,  so  I  know  what  the 
job  entails.” 

It  entails  much  sacrifice.  In  fact, 
Barrett  led  the  American  League  in 
1986  with  18  sacrifice  bunts.  That’s  not 
the  only  sacrifice.  Often  times  Barrett 
hit  to  the  right  side  just  to  get  Boggs,  the 
runner,  over.  That  costs  a  player  points 
on  his  batting  average. 

“It  costs  you  points  but  that’s  part  of 
the  game,”  Barrett  said.  “Whether  or 
not  I  give  myself  up  to  move  the  runner 
is  usually  dictated  by  the  circumstances. 
If  we’re  going  against  a  tough  pitcher 
and  this  might  be  one  of  our  few  chances 
to  score,  I’ll  do  it.” 


Even  surrendering  himself  as  often 
as  he  did,  Barrett  hit  .286,  knocked  in  60 
runs  and  scored  94  times.  He  stole  a 
team-high  15  bases.  His  role  is  not 
overlooked  by  Boggs. 

“HE’S  JUST  A  GOOD  ALL- 
AROUND  PLAYER,”  SAID 
BOGGS.  “HE’S  THE  KIND 
OF  GUY  WHO  MAKES 
THINGS  HAPPEN-THE  IN¬ 
STIGATOR. 

He  doesn’t  often  get  the  credit  he 
deserves.  He’s  got  that  great  bat  control 
and  he  can  virtually  place  the  ball 
where  he  wants.” 

Though  Boggs  doesn’t  possess  the 
speed  of  the  prototypical  lead-off  hitter, 
Barrett  says  Boggs  way  is  more  effec¬ 
tive.

_  television  in  1987  via  one  of  the 

most  extensive  broadcast  schedules  in 
the  major  leagues. 

The  Campbell  Red  Sox  Baseball  Radio 
Network  is  again  carrying  every  game 
with  Ken  Coleman  and  Joe  Castiglione 
sharing  the  microphone  for  the  fifth 
season.  The  partnership  between  the 
Red  Sox  and  Campbell  Sports  is  also 
entering  its  fifth  year  and  is  slated  to 
continue  at  least  through  1990.  WPLM- 
FM  in  Plymouth,  Mass,  is  the  flagship 
station  of  a  network  of  over  75  stations 
which  blankets  New  England. 

Coleman  has  more  than  36  years  of 
broadcasting  experience  and  has  covered 
the  Red  Sox  on  radio  and  TV  for  18 
years.  The  Quincy,  Mass,  native  began 
his  career  broadcasting  the  Rutland 
(V t.)  Royals  of  the  now  defunct  Northern 
League.  He  then  went  to  Cleveland 
where  he  did  the  Browns  (NFL)  for  14 
seasons  and  the  Indians  for  10. 

In  1966  Ken  returned  to  Boston  for 
his  first  stint  with  the  Red  Sox  (1966-74) 
on  both  radio  and  TV.  After  covering 
the  Cincinnati  Reds  on  TV  for  four 
years,  he  came  back  to  Boston  for  the 
1979  season  on  radio,  and  has  been  here 
ever  since. 

Ken  has  announced  seven  NFL  cham¬ 
pionship  games  on  network  television 
and  also  did  the  1967  World  Series  on 
NBC.  He  has  been  involved  with  the 
Jimmy  Fund  since  1966,  and  is  now  its 
coordinator  for  donor  relations. 

Castiglione  is  in  his  fifth  season  on 
Red  Sox  radio.  Like  Coleman,  he  pre¬ 
viously  covered  the  Cleveland  Indians 
(1979-80-82)  on  both  radio  and  TV.

Sports  Network  the  past  three  winters. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Colgate  University. 

Every  Red  Sox  game  will  also  be 
shown  on  television  this  season,  with 
TV-38  carrying  75  games  and  New 
England  Sports  Network  (NESN)  show¬ 
ing  85  on  cable.  The  other  two  games 
are  scheduled  on  network  television. 

TV-38,  along  with  its  New  England 
network,  is  in  its  13th  season  of  Red  Sox 
coverage,  with  Ned  Martin  and  Bob 
Montgomery  together  for  the  sixth  year. 

Martin  has  been  covering  the  Red 
Sox  on  TV  and  radio  for  27  consecutive 
seasons,  including  the  last  nine  with 
TV-38.  Only  Ernie  Harwell  of  the  Tigers 
(28  years)  has  been  with  one  club  for  a 
longer  consecutive  span. 

Ned  began  his  broadcasting  career  in 
Charleston,  West  Virginia,  covering  the 
American  Association  team  there  for 
five  years.  He  joined  Curt  Gowdy  in 
Boston  for  the  1961  season  and  has  been 
here  ever  since,  working  with  ten  dif¬ 
ferent  partners  in  that  time.

Montgomery  has  been  on  the  TV-38 
crew  for  6  seasons.  He  was  a  valuable 
reserve  catcher  for  the  Red  Sox,  appear¬ 
ing  in  387  games  during  his  10-year 
major  league  career.  He  signed  with 
Boston  in  1962  and  came  to  the  majors 
in  1970.  An  arm  injury  forced  his  retire¬ 
ment  during  spring  training  in  1980. 

Monty  did  a  local  radio  talk  show,  as 
well  as  some  work  on  Red  Sox  radio 
broadcasts,  prior  to  joining  the  television 
team  in  1982.

The  lower  lefthand  corner  of  the  scoring  block  should  be  considered  as  home  plate.  Progress  is 
counter-clockwise  with  progress  to  first  base  indicated  in  lower  righthand  corner,  to  second  in 
upper  righthand  corner,  to  third  in  upper  lefthand  corner  and  to  home  in  lower  left.  In  example 
to  left,  batter  reached  first  on  an  error  by  the  second  baseman,  stole  second,  went  to  third  on  a 
wild  pitch  and  scored  on  a  passed  ball.  It  is  convenient  to  encircle  all  runs  as  shown  so  that 
scoring  plays  may  be  seen  at  a  glance. 

FENWAY  PARK  GROUND  RULES 

Foul  poles,  screen  poles  and  screen  on  top  of  left  field  fence  are  outside  of  playing  field. 

Ball  going  through  scoreboard,  either  on  the  bound  or  fly:  2  Bases. 

Fly  ball  striking  left  center  field  wall  to  right  of  line  behind  flag  pole:  Home  Run. 

Fly  ball  striking  wall  or  flag  pole  and  bounding  into  bleachers:  Home  Run. 

Fly  ball  striking  line  or  right  of  same  on  wall  in  right  center:  Home  Run. 

Fly  ball  striking  wall  left  of  line  and  bounding  into  bullpen:  Home  Run. 

Ball  sticking  in  bullpen  screen:  2  Bases. 

Batted  or  thrown  ball  remaining  behind  or  under  canvas  or  in  cylinder:  2  Bases. 

Ball  striking  bevel  on  the  wall  between  the  foul  pole  in  left  field  and  the  corner  back  of  the  flag  pole, 
and  bounding  into  stands  or  out  of  park:  2  Bases. 

Ball  striking  top  of  scoreboard,  also  ladder  below  top  of  wall  and  bounding  out  of  the  park:  2  Bases.

“It’s  nice  to  have  speed  in  the  lead-off 
spot.  But  what’s  the  difference  between 
a  guy  who  steals  35  bases  and  has  15 
doubles  or  a  guy  who  hits  50  doubles? 
None  really.  Wade  gets  so  many  hits 
and  draws  so  many  walks  that  it  makes 
up  for  the  fact  he  doesn’t  have  great 
speed,”  Barrett  said. 

John  McNamara’s  lineup  change  on 
Aug.  6  proved  to  be  a  stroke  of  genius. 
He  moved  Boggs  into  the  lead-off  spot  on 
that  day  and  Barrett,  who  had  been 
leading  off,  into  the  No.  2  spot.  Boggs, 
whom  McNamara  claims  ‘  Yould  pick 
up  a  bat  at  Christmas  and  get  a  hit,” 
won  his  third  batting  title  with  a  .357 
average.  After  moving  into  the  lead-off 
spot,  Boggs  hit  .385  in  the  next  51  games 
(82-213). 

With  an  on-base  percentage  of  .453 
(he  reached  base  312  times  on  a  walk, 
hit  or  hit-by-pitch)  Barrett’s  job  was 
simple  but  in  need  of  execution.  Hit 
behind  the  runner,  get  Boggs  over  and 
allow  Bill  Buckner  and  Jim  Rice  (100- 
RBI  Club  members)  to  knock  in  runs. 

“You  have  to  admire  what  he  does. 
It’s  a  thankless  job,  but  he’s  a  con¬ 
summate  team  player,”  said  Boggs.

The  Boggs-Barrett  combo  was  also 
tough  to  strike  out.  Barrett  K’d  only  31 
times  in  713  plate  appearances  and 
Boggs  44  times  in  685  appearances. 

“IT  WAS  A  VERY  EFFEC¬ 
TIVE  COMBINATION,”  SAID 
McNAMARA.  “THEY  DID 
THE  THINGS  YOU  WANTED 
THE  TOP  TWO  HITTERS 
IN  THE  LINEUP  TO  DO. 
THEY’RE  BOTH  FINE  HIT¬ 
TERS. 

Wade  could  hit  anywhere  in  the  lineup 
and  Marty  has  that  outstanding  bat 
control  that  is  ideally  suited  for  the  No. 
2  spot.” 

In  the  early  stages  of  spring  training, 
McNamara  experimented  with  Boggs 
in  the  No.  3  spot,  necessitated  mostly  by 
off-season  surgery  to  both  Bill  Buckner 
and  Dave  Henderson.  Neither  player 
took  part  in  early  exhibition  games. 

“I  like  hitting  third  because  that’s 
where  the  action  is,”  said  Boggs. 

Barrett  doesn’t  mind  hitting  in  front 
of  Boggs,  either.  “If  I’m  hitting  in  front 
of  him  I’m  going  to  get  good  pitches  to 
hit,”  said  Barrett.  “Nobody  in  their 


right  mind  is  goin^  to  give  Wade  a  good 
pitch  to  hit.  If  you  re  hitting  anywhere 
around  Boggs  you  benefit  from  it.” 

Defensively,  Boggs  and  Barrett,  infield 
partners,  continued  to  enjoy  successful 
seasons.  Boggs  was  edged  out  for  the 
Gold  Glove  by  Minnesota  Twins  third 
baseman  Gary  Gaetti.  But  Boggs  was 
again  steady  at  the  position  and  con¬ 
tinued  to  improve.  Barrett  led  all  second 
basemen  in  assists  with  450  and  was 
second  in  chances  (767)  and  double 
plays  (104).  Barrett,  not  long  on  range, 
used  his  field  savvy  in  positioning 
hitters. 

Boggs  and  Barrett  had  interesting 
winters.  Both  players,  represented  by 
the  same  agents,  inked  three-year  con¬ 
tracts.  In  spring  training  they  were 
kiddingly  referred  to  as  the  Gold  Bar 
Twins,  a  takeoff  on  the  1975  Gold  Dust 
Twins— Jim  Rice  and  Fred  Lynn. 

Boggs  and  his  wife  Debbie  were  the 
proud  parents  of  their  first  son,  Brett 
Anthony.  Boggs  named  his  son  after 
Kansas  City  Royals’  third  baseman 
George  Brett,  Boggs’  long-time  idol  and 
friend. 


Barrett  was  the  American  League 
Championship  Series  Most  Valuable 
Player  with  a  .367  average  (ll-for-30) 
and  then  had  an  even  better  showing  in 
the  World  Series  where  he  hit  .433  (13- 
for-30),  tying  a  record  for  most  hits  in  a 
World  Series,  and  setting  a  new  record 
for  most  hits  in  both  the  LCS  and  World 
Series  (24). 

As  the  new  season  began,  Boggs  and 
Barrett  were  again  hoping  they’d  be 
hitting  back-to-back. 

“I  think  were  pretty  effec¬ 
tive  together,”  said  Barrett. 
“But  we  have  to  do  what’s  best 
for  the  team.  Winning  a  lot  of 
games  and  getting  back  to  the 
World  Series  is  all  that’s 
important.” 

And  you  can  bet  that  together,  Wade 
Boggs  and  Marty  Barrett  will  do  their 
part.

During  the  years  following  World 
War  II,  major  league  baseball  was  a 
totally  segregated  sport  —  no  blacks 
were  allowed  to  play.  Two  individuals 
were  primarily  responsible  for  ending 
racism  in  major  league  baseball  — 
Branch  Rickey,  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers,  and 
Jackie  Robinson. 

ROBINSON  POSSESSED  A 
COMPETITIVE  NATURE, 
EXTRAORDINARY  ATH¬ 
LETIC  SKILLS  AND  MOST 
IMPORTANTLY,  A  SENSE 
OF  PRIDE  IN  HIMSELF  AND 
IN  HIS  BLACKNESS. 

He  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Cairo, 
GA  in  1919  and  moved  with  his  family 
to  Pasadena,  C  A  where  he  grew  up  poor 
surrounded  by  the  wealth  of  Southern 
California.  He  excelled  in  athletics  in 
high  school  and  college  starring  on  the 
football,  basketball,  baseball  and  track 
teams.  He  received  national  acclaim  in 
these  sports  while  a  student  at  UCLA. 

In  1941  he  was  an  athletic  director  for 
the  National  Youth  Administraton  work¬ 
ing  with  kids  from  broken  homes.  He 
lost  that  job  with  the  onset  of  World 
War  II  and  began  thinking  about  a 
professional  athletic  career.  Because  no 
major  football  or  basketball  teams  would 
hire  a  black  player,  Jackie  signed  with  a 
semi-pro  football  team,  the  Honolulu 
Bears. 

When  the  U.S.  entered  World  War  II, 
Jackie  joined  the  Army.  Even  the  mili¬ 
tary  was  segregated  and  he  encountered 
racial  bigotry.  He  stood  up  for  his  rights 
and  taught  his  men  that  “something 
could  be  accomplished  by  speaking  out.” 


When  he  left  the  service  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  1944,  Jackie  worked  as  a 
basketball  coach  at  a  black  college  and 
then  played  shortstop  for  the  Kansas 
City  Monarchs,  an  all-black  baseball 
team  in  the  Negro  American  League.  He 
was  an  asset  to  the  team,  batting  .345 
and  playing  in  the  league’s  all-star  game 
in  1945. 

After  World  War  II,  many  tried  unsuc¬ 
cessfully  to  integrate  baseball.  It  wasn’t 
until  Branch  Rickey  signed  Robinson  to 
play  for  the  Dodgers’  top  farm  team,  the 
Montreal  Royals,  that  the  sport  was 
finally  integrated.  Rickey  told  Robinson: 
“I’m  looking  for  a  ballplayer  with  guts 
enough  not  to  fight  back.”  Robinson 
proved  to  be  that  kind  of  man.  He 
responded  to  Rickey’s  words  by  finishing 
his  first  year  in  the  minor  leagues  as  the 
leading  hitter  batting  .349.  He  also  led 
the  Montreal  team  to  the  championship. 

Rickey  signed  Robinson  to  be  a  full- 
fledged  Brooklyn  Dodger  in  April,  1947. 
Once  again  Jackie  faced  hostility,  racism 
and  tremendous  pressure.  Hotel  and 
meal  accommodations  in  segregated 
cities  were  a  problem.  Several  teams 
even  threatened  not  to  play  the  Dodgers 
because  of  Robinson’s  presence.  He  was 
exposed  to  vicious  taunts  and  name¬ 
calling,  as  well  as  threats  of  physical 
harm.  He  responded  with  base  hits, 
stolen  bases  and  fielding  ground  balls 
—not  by  speaking  out  against  his  attackers. 

Robinson  became  one  of  the  most 
exciting  players  during  these  years.  He 
was  named  the  league’s  most  valuable 
player  in  1949  with  a  league-leading 
.342  batting  average.  When  Jackie  retired 
from  baseball  in  1956,  his  lifetime  aver¬ 
age  was  .311.  On  the  basis  of  his  brilliant 
playing  career,  as  well  as  his  pioneering 
role  in  baseball,  he  was  inducted  into 
the  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  in  1962. 
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After  his  retirement,  Jackie  continued 
his  commitment  to  the  civil  rights  strug¬ 
gle.  He  tried  to  get  blacks  to  participate 
in  as  well  as  influence  the  political 
process  in  our  country.  He  also  worked 
to  develop  institutions  such  as  the  Free¬ 
dom  Bank  that  tried  to  help  blacks 
become  economically  self-sufficient. 

Jackie  was  greatly  disturbed  by  the 
segregated  housing  patterns  throughout 
the  country  —  with  the  poor  blacks 
living  in  the  cities  surrounded  by  white 
middle  class  suburbs.  He  worked  closely 
with  the  New  York  State  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment  Corporation,  an  organization  cre¬ 
ated  to  help  solve  the  housing  problems 
of  minorities. 

Even  though  Robinson  had  climbed 
higher  than  many  of  his  race  ever  had 
before,  he  still  did  not  feel  he  had  “made 
it.”  He  said,  “. . .  so  many  of  my  black 
brothers  and  sisters  are  inadequately 
housed,  insufficiently  clothed,  denied 
their  dignity  as  they  live  in  slums  or 
barely  exist  on  welfare.  I  cannot  say  I 
have  it  made  while  our  country  drives 
full  speed  ahead  to  deeper  rifts  between 
men  and  women  of  varying  colors.” 

Jackie  Robinson  believed  that  “a 
life  is  not  important  except  in  the 
impact  it  has  on  other  lives.  ”  He  lived 
up  to  that  rule  as  his  accomplishments 
had  an  impact  on  millions  of  Ameri¬ 
cans,  both  black  and  white.  He  opened 
the  door  and  created  opportunities  for 
black  athletes  to  participate  in  many 
sports  in  the  United  States  in  which 
they  were  formerly  barred  from  partici¬ 
pating.  He  symbolized  for  so  many 
Americans  in  the  1940’s  and  1950’s 
the  struggle  for  human  rights  and 
brotherhood  in  our  country.

grown  and,  in  fact,  two  of  them  are 
playing  college  baseball. 

“Our  daughter,  Michele,  is  married 
and  we  have  a  four-year-old  grand¬ 
daughter  and  another  grandchild  on  the 
way.  We  have  two  boys.  Michael  is  a 
junior  at  East  Carolina,  a  shortstop  on 
the  baseball  team.  Mark  is  a  freshman 
at  Jacksonville  University,  a  left-handed 
pitcher.  I  never  really  pushed  them  in 
baseball,  but  they  both  love  it.” 

Mike  and  Jerry  Moses  started  a  sum¬ 
mer  baseball  camp  12  years  ago,  a 
project  Mike  and  his  former  major 
leaguer  brother,  Rob,  now  operate  for 
two  weeks  every  summer  at  Brandeis 
University  in  Waltham. 

He  has  also  served  as  a  spokesman  for 
Anheuser-Busch. 

He  has  been  a  part  of  thejimmy  Fund 
team  for  eight  years.  “I  am  proud  to  be 
carrying  on  the  work  that  Bill  Foster 
began  40  years  ago  in  support  of  Dr. 
Sidney  Farber’s  cancer  research  and 
treatment.  The  rewards  and  friendships 
I  have  developed  during  this  time  are  as 
meaningful  to  me  as  my  baseball  career.” 

MEMORIES:  Mike  doesn’t  exact¬ 
ly  recall  the  date,  but  he  does  remember 


being  mildly  annoyed  one  night  minutes 
before  a  game  at  Fenway  Park  when 
Foster,  then  head  of  the  Jimmy  Fund, 
approached  him  in  the  clubhouse. 

“Bill  wanted  a  player  to  meet  with  a 
young  boy.  He  already  had  a  player 
lined  up  but  the  guy  was  in  the  trainer’s 
room  or  something  so  he  asked  me.  I 
didn’t  really  want  to  go  out,  I  was 
getting  ready  for  a  game.  But  I  did  and 
met  a  young  boy  stricken  with  cancer,  a 
12-year-old  who  was  a  pretty  good  ball 
player. 

“The  boy  told  me  he  had  missed  a 
year  of  playing  because  of  illness,  but  he 
was  looking  forward  to  next  season.  On 
the  way  back  into  the  clubhouse,  Bill 
told  me  there  would  be  no  next  season 
for  that  youngster.  All  of  a  sudden  going 
0-for-four  didn’t  seem  quite  so  important 
any  more.” 

But  times  have  changed  in  the  war 
being  waged  against  cancer,  particularly 
in  the  deaths  of  young  children. 

“Three  out  of  four  families  will  have 
to  deal  with  cancer,  30  per  cent  of  the 
population  is  affected  by  cancer.” 

The  Dana-Farber  Institute  is  a  pioneer 
in  research  and  patient  care.  Started  in 
1947,  this  is  the  40th  anniversary  year. 
The  former  Boston  Braves  and  the 
Variety  Club  of  New  England  gave  it 
their  support,  the  Massachusetts  Police 
Chiefs  Association  joined  in,  and  the 
Yawkeys  and  the  Red  Sox  adopted  the 
Jimmy  Fund  with  their  support  after 
the  Braves  left  town. 

“The  institute  has  kept  a  fine  balance 
between  research  and  clinical  care. 
Fifteen  years  ago  the  cure  rate  for 
cancer  in  children  was  about  10  per 
cent. 

“Today,  there  are  21  federally  desig¬ 
nated  comprehensive  cancer  centers  in 
the  country.  Dr.  Farber  frequently  went 
to  Washington  to  lobby  to  make  this 
possible.  And  they  have  come  so  far  it’s 
unbelievable. 

“Leukemia,  one  of  the  most  common 
cancers  in  children,  is  over  70  per  cent 
curable  today  and  the  overall  cancer

cure  rate  is  above  50  per  cent.  Our 
doctors  and  scientists  estimate  that  by 
the  year  2000,  they’ll  be  able  to  cure  all 
forms  of  childhood  cancer. 

“I  travel  around  New  England  quite  a 
bit,  working  with  volunteers  many  of 
whom  have  had  to  deal  with  cancer 
themselves.  You  don’t  need  motivation 
being  around  them  every  day.  Just  super 
people.  On  days  when  I’m  feeling  down 
all  I  have  to  do  is  walk  across  the  street 
to  find  out  how  lucky  lam.” 

Almost  $4  million  was  raised  for  the 
Jimmy  Fund  last  year.  And  almost  90 
cents  of  every  dollar  goes  toward  cancer 
research  and  the  care  of  children  stricken 
with  this  dreaded  disease. 

“When  I  try  to  place  a  dollar  value  on 
what  the  Red  Sox  mean  to  the  Jimmy 
Fund,  I  find  it  impossible  to  do.  We  do 
many  things  at  the  ballpark.  The  players 
are  great.  We  get  a  lot  of  cooperation 


from  them,  for  things  like  check  presen¬ 
tations,  appearances  and  visits  to  the 
hospital.  It’s  more  than  just  the  players. 
The  entire  Red  Sox  organization  genu¬ 
inely  cares  about  their  charity.” 

Andrews  has  fond  memories  of  that 
1967  season.  “You  get  caught  up  in  that 
kind  of  a  year,  I  don’t  think  there  has 
ever  been  anything  quite  like  it.  That 
was  as  good  a  baseball  season  as  I  have 
ever  known.  It  wasn’t  settled  until  the 
final  day.  There  were  four  teams  battling 
for  it  in  the  final  week  and  three  on  the 
final  day. 

“Everybody  contributed  during  that 
season.  It  was  a  real  team  effort.  I  think 
it  is  amazing  how  many  pitchers  won 
games  that  season.  We  didn’t  have  a  lot 
of  experience.  I  think  the  average  age  of 
the  starting  lineup  was  about  24  years 
old.  We  had  just  a  few  guys  who  had 
been  around.

grand  unveiling  and  the  chance  to  take 
a  bow.  Perhaps  the  real  estate  score  was 
their  main  objective.  It  has  never  been 
fully  explained. 

Fenway  Park  opened  April  20, 1912, 
six  days  after  the  Titanic  sank,  an 
unfortunate  circumstance  that  robbed 
the  event  of  some  of  its  glow.  Events 
there  have  been  rarely  upstaged  since. 
The  inaugural  game  was  flushed  with 
all  kinds  of  omens. 


THREE  DAYS  OF  RAIN 
HAD  POSTPONED  THE 
OPENER  AND  THE  FIELD 
WAS  A  SEA  OF  MUD.  THE 
YANKEES  (IN  THEIR  LAST 
YEAR  OF  BEING  CALLED 
“THE  HIGHLANDERS”)

They  left  a  Philadelphia  team,  that 
Connie  Mack  called  possibly  his  best,  15 
games  in  the  dust.  Then  they  crowned 
the  year  gloriously  with  an  epic  triumph 
over  John  McGraw’s  Giants  in  what 
old-timers  insist  was  the  finest,  most 
dramatic  world  series  ever  played. 

Through  it  all,  punctuating  every 
splendid  gesture,  was  the  lovely  non¬ 
sense  of  the  Royal  Rooters  and  their  two 
brass  bands  with  Honey  Fitz  himself 
prancing  at  the  head  of  the  parade. 
Could  there  ever  be  a  year  to  match 
1912,  a  time  of  innocence  and  such  fun. 

Six  fat  years  followed.  There  were 
three  more  pennants,  three  more  cham¬ 
pionships,  the  adolescent  glories  of  Babe 
Ruth,  the  dominance  of  baseball’s  best 
and  deepest  pitching,  and  such  exquisite 
details  as  the  artistry  of  leftfielder  Duffy 


Lewis  who  roamed  the  hill  at  the  base  of 
the  wall  like  a  mountain  goat,  causing  it 
to  be  called  “Duffy’s  Cliff.” 

Then  came  Harry  Frazee  who  pil¬ 
laged  the  team,  peddling  most  of  its 
noble  stock  to  the  Yankees.  Fenway  fell 
into  the  grasp  of  Bob  Quinn,  a  decent 
but  poor  man.  The  concomitant  siege  of 
lean  years,  almost  biblical  in  their  fury, 
produced  nine  last  place  finishes  in  a 
span  of  12  seasons. 

Poor  Quinn,  the  front  man  for  a 
group  of  naive  businessmen  from  Colum¬ 
bus,  OH,  simply  had  no  wherewithal. 
When,  on  May  8,  1926,  the  wood 
bleachers  along  the  left-field  foul  line 
burned  down,  Quinn  couldn’t  replace 
them.  He  roped  off  the  section  and  the 
play  continued,  more  or  less,  for  another 
seven  years. 

The  symbolic  pits  were  reached 
when  Smead  Jolley  came  in  1932 
(Quinn’s  last  year)  and  was  stationed  in 
left  field,  where  Lewis  had  once  cavorted 


with  such  elegance.  Jolley  was  quick  to 
master  an  adroit  defensive  move.  He 
would  let  singles  hit  to  him  bounce 
through  his  legs,  then  he  would  charge 
up  the  cliff  only  to  have  the  ball  bounce 
off  the  wall  and  roll  back  through  his 
legs  again.  The  strategy  invariably 
worked,  turning  enemy  singles  into 
doubles  and  more.  The  progression  from 
Lewis  to  Jolley  seemed  a  measure  of  a 
great  franchise’s  stark  decline. 

LITTLEWONDERTHAT 
TOM  YAWKEY  WAS  GREET¬ 
ED  AS  A  MESSIAH  WHEN 
HE  ARRIVED  IN  FEBRUARY, 
1933.  IT  WAS  A  FARCE  OF  A 
TEAM  THAT  HE  BOUGHT. 
BUT  THAT  WAS  NOT  HIS 
BIGGEST  PROBLEM. 

Fenway  Park  was  crumbling  from 
20  years  of  abuse  and  neglect.  Hardly  a 
dime  had  been  invested  in  capital  im¬ 
provements  since  World  War  I.  There 
was  decay  in  the  bleachers,  rot  in  the 
underpinnings,  rubble  along  the  foul 
line  and  that  silly  cliff  in  left  field.  What 
he  had  bought  was  the  laughingstock  of 
the  American  League  and  a  certified  fire 
hazard  in  the  middle  of  a  depression. 

Only  a  Tom  Yawkey  could  have 
been  equal  to  it.  And  he  was,  as  we  shall 
see.
